Kirby, aged 03, and married agreed in 1918, that if she would 
give up her entire time to him and travel with him as secre­ 
tary and companion he would take care of her for life.

said that later another agreement was made that she give up 
the Kirby name, which she had adopted by court order and to 
return all letters, photographs and other documents.

Texas needs a 
new 
C onstitution 
and has needed one fo r th irty years, 
b u t we doubt if th is L egislature will

people, and we doubt if the people, 
disturbed as th ey are by so m any is­ 
sues, are ready fo r a new C o n stitu ­ 
tion. 
As the issue will be postpon­ 
ed fo r nearly tw o years, if subm it­ 
ted, possibly by th a t tim e th e peo­ 
ple m ay be read y to accept a sane 
instrum ent fo r the guidance and pro­ 
tection of all th e people. 
A flood of am endm ents subm itted 
by every L egislature, proves

the people w ant a change. 
So m a ry 
am endm ents have been adopted to 
our S tate C onstitution th a t it looks 
like a crazy quilt production. W hat 
we need is a short, concise organic 
law th a t will m eet th e needs of the 
S tate and n o t req u ire am endm ents 
every tw o years. 
W e should abolish every one of 
th e Civil C ourts of A ppeal. 
They 
are simply a clog in the w heels 
of 
justice and useless expense on 
the 
taxpayers. 
Only about 
tw o S tate 
officers should be elected, 
G overnor 
and L ieuten an t G overnor. 
All heads 
of departm ents should be appointed 
by the G overnor. 
The R ailroad 
Commission, under

Comm erce A ct has been short of it:- 
pow er and should be abolished. 
If we could re tu rn to the appoint­ 
m ent of a1 D istrict Judges and Dis­ 
tric t officers, it would be b etter, be­ 
cause judges and d istrict atto rn ey s 
would not be so m uch influenced by 
local politics.
